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Morea, Sometime called PeLoPONNESUS, 
and by the Tarks Mor a. 


HE 1ſtbmus or Hexamile is a Neck of Land 

which joyneth it to the Continent of Greece, 

and Sit'a Peninſula. The Length is 

about ten Miles, and the Breadth at the 
narroweſt place not above Six. There are the Ruines 
of Three Caſtles, and a Walk which reacht from the 
oy of Canchrea on the EgeanSea, to Lecheum on the 
Gulph of nto. There isalſo a Valley where they. 
endeavoured to have both Seas joyn'd. 


CORINTH, by the Turks GOURDESE, 


Is an Ancient City which ſtands ona Rifing Ground, 
about Two Miles from the Sea of the Gulph of Lepanto. 
The Houſes are much ſcattered, having many Fields 
amongſt them, together with which they take up above 
three Miles in Compaſs. There are many pleaſant . 
Gardens with all forts of Fruits. The Houſes - here 
are more for Trade and Pleaſure then Security, moſt 
having other Houſes up in the Caſtle, which ſtands 
upon a Hill. To this they retreat when any Pyrats 
come to annoy them, which is often in the Summer 
times they coming with their Brigenteens, to the {th- 
mw, which is not above fix Miles off, The'Hill on 
which the Caſtle ftands is -very high, it was formerly 
called the AcroC rinthivs, and is- very Rteep' round a- 

,/ bout; the part towards the Weſt, North and —_ 
A Ea 


- Faſt beingalmoſt Pe icular. It is above two Miles 


from the Fown to the Caſtle, The way'up is much 
winding, and alſo ſteep. The Hill is alt Stone. 'The For- 
tificationsarevery Ancient. There are two Walls before 
Yau; pa iata the chieteſt parc af the Caftle, The Hill 
1$ Walled round at the Top, which is above three Miles. 
There are. ſome Guns which are atno other uſe then 
to Salute any Great Perſon, or to fire on their Feſti- 
vals. From the Northermoft part is one of the 
moſt pleaſant Proſpeds the World affords, looking 
into the Gulph. of Zepante, Aiyean Sea, and ſevera 

Mopntgins at great diſtance, together with thoſe moſt 
pleaſant Plains of Grizth, and Beſiieo, which abound 
with OQlive-trees, Vine yards, and. many ſmall Vil 
lages. In the Caſtle. the Land is good, where are 
many Paſture Fields, and plenty of Water, fo as it may 
endure a loag Sjege; fo: the Weſt there. is a Spring 
which guſheth out from the Topof the Hill; : and fall- 
eth down above Fifty Fathome. In the Plains of Co- 
rinth were the firft Currant Vines Planted. 


VOSTIZ 2 4, 


Is about twenty Miles within the Month of the Gulph 
of Lepanto, Seated on a Riling Ground about a Quar- 
z#er of a Mile from the Sea fide. Itisbut a ſmall Town. 
without apy Fortifications. The Plain about it 
affords Corn, Currants, and Wine, Olive-trees there 
are . not- many, it lying too open to. the Norther- 
ly. Winds, .which- bring very. cold Blaſts from the 
Monatajins/ on the other fide theGulph. The Moeun- 
tains to the-South, are. not above Five Miles from the 
town, /which are. very high, and continue. to. the 
Plains, of Ba/eics,, betwixt which and the Sea is the 
Road. to: Grinth, which is very bad way to paſs in the 
Wigter,there being no cut Rivers, aad the Floods _

Is an Ancieat City. It ftands: about Nitie Miles 
without the Cafttes,; at the Mouth of the Gulph'of 
pants, on a Hill aboat a Quarter sf Mile -from-the 
Sea. The greateſt part of: the town runs down -to- 
wards the South Eaſt; overlooking the: Plain.' - The 
Hoaſes are thick', and are above two Milesabout; ii 
cluding the Caftle, which ftands: to®theNorthutove 
the town. +The' Caſtle is- well'buite h@ving'very high 
Walls, to- the Eaſtward is a dry Dirch with '# low 
Wall ; towards theiSca is a round Tower- well 'built,. 
high and ys which hasSix very-long Guns to com- 
mand the Road, bur they lye too high to do any hatm 
to Ships, except a Shot thould' chance-to hit any of 
the Maſts.

AM Stands in IT Plain abont Eight Miles 

from the Bay of Chiarenza. The Houſes are very 
much ſcatterd; without Walls or - any Fortifica- 
tion- "The roms part of the Inhabitants are Hus- 
bandmen. e Country about it is very pleaſant. 
There are ſeveral large Woods about it. 'Fhe Land 1s 
moſt Plow'd,and Paſture Land,having very few Olive or 
Fruit trees. In the time of War with the Yenetians, 
here is uſually a Baſhe with a Number of Horſe , 
who' guard the Coaſt, There is no Fortification by 
the Sea fide from the Gulph of Lepanto to: Navareene, 
except the Caſtle. of Arcadia a Mile from the Sea. 
From Patraſs to-Gauſton the way is plain, and ſo con- 
tinues. to' Navareene along the Sea fide, The Black

Caſtle TORNESE, by the Turks called CLOMUTCH, 


- Stands-on a high Hill on a Promontory the moſt 
Weſt ofall the Moxz 4a. It is about Six Miles from 
the Ruines of Ch:arenzs, and not above Eighteen Miles 
from the Iſland of Zante. At Sea it ſeems to: be an 
Ifland.; The Caſtle 1s well built having the Walls 
very high, but much ont of repair. Ithas no Ditch 
about it, nor has it any other Strength then from the 
Scituation , not having above twenty Guns. Under 
the Walls is a ſmall "Town where Sir Henry. Hide (who 
was ſometime' Conſul for the  Eughk/b Nation''in the 
Moxsa,) lived in great State, built a ſmall Church, 
aud a fair Houſe with many Gardens and Viaw-yaeds:

sbourit. The Church remains entire. The Scituation' 
is very. pleaſant, and was by the Yenetians called - Bel 
videre, 


ARCADIA, formerly called. CYP ARISSA, 


Stands in: a Great Bay about a Mile from the Sea, . 
The Caſtle and Town ftand on ſcragged Rocks, undes 
high Mountains, The Caſtle is much-out: of-repair, nor 
can it be- made ſtrong to reſiſt an Enemy the Moun- 
tains ſo.overlooking'it.. Before-it is a. pleaſant Plain 
along the Sea fide. | It has no Harbour for Shipping, ſo 
that they carry their Oyl agd other Merchandize to 
Navareeng. In time of Peace with the YVenetrans, they 
carry them to Zante. The Town is ſmall and. nar 


much inhabited.. _ 


NAVAREENE, formerly called PYLUS, 


Has the beft Harbour. in all the Moxea. It's about 
five Miles long, and three broad; having an.Iland ly- 
ing before it called SpaForra, Formerly there were 
two Entrances into the Harbour, bur in the Year 1571,- 
when the Chriſtians obtained the great Victory over 
the Turks before the Gulph of Lepento ;: the Turks ha- 
ving ſeveral Ships and' Gallies- in. the Harbour, and 
fearing the Griſttans: would'come in and deſtroy them, 
ſtopped up the Entrance to the Weſt of the Uland (ſo 
as only ſmall Boats can now paſs;)and built a very ſtrong 
Caſtle to the Eaſtward called New Navareene, which 
is very well built, and'commands the Entrance, It 
has about Forty Guns, which are moſt towards the 
Sea. | The Land to the South Eaſt lies high. -'To the 
Weſt end' of the: Harbour ſtands. Old Navereeene 
- (formerly called Pylus) on. a high Hill very ſteep; 


the Walls are. very much out! of repair”, ' great pars 
being

being fallen down , thereare very few Inhabitants in it. 
It' might be. made impregnable, no hills 'being- near 
it. Icannot ſay whether they have any Guns ih it. ' 


MOD 0 N, 


E a very ſtrong Caſtle which ftands on/a low Point 
of Land. The Sea waſheth the Foundations of the 
Walls above three- Quarters round : the Walls are very 
high. The Port is to the Eaſtward, it hath a ſmall 
Mole to contain two or three Gallies ; - the Port- is not 
fecurefor Ships, South Weſt Winds having too great 
Power here. To the South lies the Iſland of Sapienze 
about two Miles from the Point of the Caſtle. To com- 
mand- the Paſſage a round Tower is built, which hath 
ſeveral great Guns, that lye equal with the Water. 
Towards the Land by the Port isa dry Ditch five Yards 
deep, and about. twenty Yards broad, between 
which and the main Caftle is a very ſtrong Battery of a- 
bout ten Guns. There is a dry Ditch, and Draw-bridges 
to paſs into the Body of the Caſtle. To the North Weſt 
isanother Battery to ſecure: that Mount, where are very 
good Guns.  On:the Walls towards the Port are three 
Towers, in each of which are ſmall Guns: in all they 
ſay here areabout One hundred Guns. The Town ftands 
about half-a Mile from: the Caſtle be!ng inhabited by 
Greeks.In the Portis a ſmall Iſland on which a Battery 
might be raiſed -and do much harm tothe Town,being 
_ ashighas the Walls. The Caftle is above a Mile abour. 


CO-ROMN, 


' Is ſcituated ona Point of Land which runs out about 
half a Mile. Itis much higher towards the Land then 
atthe.Point. The Sea goes two Thirds about it. The 


Watls are-high,. and their Foundations -on- ſcraggy 
[124 Rocks 


Rocks. The Fortification js in much better repair 
then at Medon, Towards the Land the Walls areabove 
Forty Foot high, and here is a round Tower above Six- 
ty Foot high, in whith ate ſeveral vety good Guns to 
anſwer the Land, which runs higher then the Walls. 
At the.-Sonthward patt of the Caſtle the Land goes 
floping down towards the Sea fide, from the Walls of 
- the Caſtle, the Ground is not Rocky in that F<; 
There are about ſeventy good Guariis aboat the Wall, 
and ſeveralof the Works are Arch't over: Fs the North 
is a round Tower which ſtands low to command the 
Road. Here is no Harbour for Gallies, nor is the Road 
very ſecure. It had formerly a good Mole which is 
now ſunk ; which, with other Ruines has fo choak'd yu 
the harbour, that moſt buoy up their Cables with Ca 
to keep them from Ground. | 


CALAMATA, formerly called THURIUM, 


' Is at the Bottom of the Bay of Coron, about a'Mile 
from the Sea. The Caſtle is bur ſmall. The town is 
near a Mile in Circumference, well Peopled, ftandin 
on a riſing Ground. To the Weft isa very large and 
fertile Plain, in which are many Greek Villages;and two 
ſmall Towns, the one called Cochin z, the other 
Niſtia. The latter is moft ſmall Ilands, which little 
Rivers make. (N:/cis ſignifying Iflands in the Vulgar 
Greek.) The Plain about Cal/amata towards the Sea is all 
planted with Vineyards,Olive,Figg and Mulberty- og 
On the Weſt part of the Bay by the Sea fide-are the'Ru- 
ines of Old Meſſina, which the Lacedemontans befieged 
with a powerful Army. The Me/ine/ſes ſeeing they were 
not able to withſtand their Enemies Power, fired their 
City, imbarked themſelves, and went to Si@/ia where 
they built the preſent City of Meſſina, ON

Fic MESITHA, formerly called LACEDEMON, | 


. Is ſcituated at the fide. of a large Plaia ona rifing 
Ground, about twenty five Miles from the Sea fide, 
having very high Mountains all to the Weſt of the 
Plain. - The-Caftle ftands'to the Weſt on a very high 
Hill, ſteep on the Weſt, and South part where it is inac- 

ble, but loping to the North;having two old Walls 
which croſs the Hill from the North to the South, de- 
viding the Hill almoſt into.three Parts. The way into 
the Caſtle is very difficult. . The Walls of the Caſtle 
are well built, bur very old. Ttisnear half a Mile about, 
having two Gates to be paſs'd. The Town is large,and is 
eſteemed the ſecond for bigneſsin all the Mor «4, yet 
Patra/s hath more honſes. The Raines about it are 
wary great,and towards theSouth they reach above four 
Miles, having in-fome-places the Foundation of a thick 
Wall, which they ſay was the Walls of Sparta. To 
the North about a Quarter of a Mile from the Town,is a 
great and high Building, which they ſay was an Arch of 
an Aquezdudt. The Plain is very pleaſant, full of ſmall ” 
Villages, Olive, and Mulberry trees. "This Place and 
Calamats make . more Silk then all the Moxea beſides, 
The River which runs through the Plain is now called 
'Vaſili Pottamo. In Winter it ſpreads very large, but in 
Summer towards the City is almoſt dry. Tho' this 
City ſtands remote from the Sea, and free from dangers, 
from thence, yet the Manjotts are a People apt to prey 
upon them. 


MAINA, which ſome write BRAZZ0 ad: MAINA, 


Is that Country where the Manyotts inhabit, Itlies 
Weſt of the Plain of Mifths, and ſo runs down to the 
Sea, being Mountanous and full of Woods, and uy 

i 
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difficult to come at either by Sea, or Land. In the Year 
x667, they rebelled and ſent to the Yenetians and' Mal- 
teſes who came to their afliftance, bringing with- them 
Powder, and other Ammunition.' Many Parties of 
them would often make Incurſions into the Turk; Do- 
minions, and did much harm. But the Captain Baſſbe, 
who went with Forty Gallies, to releive a Caſtle called 
Zarnata, reduced them to their former- Obedience. 
Articles were drawn up, in which the Manjottscon- 
ſented to pay a ſmall Tribute. Yet do they continue 
to cruiſe about-with their Breganteens. 1 take 
any Turks, they ſellthem to the Malteſes, and Zegor= 
. neſes, as they do the Chriſtians to the Turks. If any 
Ship come to Anchor on their Coaſt, many arm them- 
ſelves and go to the place, over againſt where-the Ship 
doth ride ; ſome of them will be in Prieſts Habirs,walk- 
ing by the Sea fide, with their Wallets, in which they 
will have ſome Wine and Bread. 'Their Companions 
lye hid behind the Buſhes at ſome convenient Poſt. 
When any ftrangers come a ſhoar who do not under- 
ſtand their Language, the feigned Prieſts make figns 
to them, ſhewing them their Bread and Wine, which 
they offer to them for money, by which the ſtrangers 
being enticed from the Sea fide (and it may be toſet 
down and taſt their Wine) the hidden Manjotts come 
and make their Prey. The Priefts will ſeem to be ſorry, 
andendeavour to make the ftrangers believe they were 
altogether ignorant of any ſuch deſign. Soa white 
Flagg is put out, and a Treaty held with the Ship for 
their Ranſome. The Prieſts endeavour to moderate 
the Price ſhewing a great deal of reſpe@ to their Com- 
panions, who are cloathed in Turk:s/b Habits. Many 
Ships have been thus ſerved. Such a bufineſs happen- 
ed to ſome Engliſh Ships, who (having the Winds con- 
trary) came to Anchor near the Hland Cervs, (in one 
of which Sir Paul .Rycaut was a Paſlenger going for 
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could be had. 
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Gnfentinople ;) ſeveral young men were taken, and 


they paid dear for viſiting the Alanjetts, and tho' the 
Earl of Winchil/ea,(then Ambaſlador (trom his Majeſty) 
at aero) made complaint of it, no redreſs 

n the Plains are many Olive trees, and 
Vine»-yards: In the Woods there are many wild Vines. 
There are great quantities of Quailes, ſo as they Salt 
them np, and ſend them to ſeveral other parts. Powder 
and Shot is here ſcarce, but they do ſo well manage the 
Sling, as is to admiration, with which they kill Birds 
on) the: Wing. - The Sea Ports ia Mains, are, Chetr:, 
Vitulp, Porto Quaglio, Yaracaria, Pagana, Rapana, with 
{everal other 1mall Ports and Creeks, where they ſhel- 
ter themſelves when they are purſued. The Garriſons 
which the Turks have in Maine are Zarnats, Vitulo, and 
Paſſava. Here are two Famous Pyrats, the one called 


. Manetta, the other Girecare, being the chief for Fa- 


mily and Power among them. 
_ MALVASLA, formerly colled EPIDAURES, 


Is a ftrong Caſtle ftanding on a Rock about twenty 
Miles to the North of the Cape St. Anzo/oin the Hr- 
chipelage. It has a narrow and difficult Paſſage tothe 
Continent, It is very well Fortified with good Works, 
having about x00 good Guns; notwithſtanding it ſtands 
in the Sea, and ſeems to be all Rock, yer it hath on 
the top a fine Plain with Gardens-and ſeveral Springs, 


- with good Water. This place ftands very convenient 


for tranſporting Men and Provifion for Cexdy, not be- 
ing above thirty Leagues diſtance from Canes: hence 
the Vifier Kwpri-Ogle failed when he went for Candy, and 
more Souldiers: were ſhipped from hence for Candy in 
the late War, then from any other Port of Turky be- 
fides. It is very populous and the Seameneſteemed 


the -beſt of any part in. Turky. Here are the choiceft

Is a large City, now the chief in all the Moxxa, being 
above two Miles in Compaſs, the Sea poing almoſt roun 
it. The houſes ſtand thick,and very full of People. Iris 
the Seat of the Baſſha. The Caſtle is well ſeated to 
the North, ſtanding above any part of the Town. 
There is' but one way into the Ciry by Land, which is 
at the fide of high Mountains, very difficult,” 'The 
Harbour is very ſecure, having a narrow entrarice, 
paſſing Rocks ſo as but one Gally can come. in at & 
time. Beforewhich Entrance is a Fort built on ſunken 
Rocks, where are ſeveral very good Guns. It ftands 
about 300 Paces from the Haven, having ſhoal Water 
round about--it. No Shipps can come''to-hurt the 
City with their Shot; it being coverd” ro Seaward 
from any danger, by high and ftrong Walls, on which 
and in the Caſtles are above zoo Guns. | 


ARGOS. 


Is about twenry four Miles from the Sea, It ftands 
in a very fine Plain, having more Houſes and Inhabi- 
tants then Corinth, but no fo mach ſcattered, The 
Caftle is ſeated on a Hill very pleaſantly. The Walks 
are much gone to ruine, having but few Guns, and 
thoſe without Carriages. 'The Ruines are above three 
milesabout the Caftle. The Plain is very delightiome, 
abounding with Wine, Oyle, and all ſorts of Grain. 


TRAPOLIZZ A, formerly called MEG APOLIS ra 


Hath the Name of a —_ tho' it be tior ſo big asſomie 
Towns, Ft is now the chief place of all the fone Pa- 
| B 2 mous 
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mous) Province'of Arcadia, 'The Turks call it Mora 
Orta, that is, the Center or Middle of the Moxta. Here 
are very rich Turks,who have their Wealth in Land and 
Cattle ; moſt being Graziers and Husbandmen.. This 
stheonly place which deſerves the Narne of a Town * 
in the whole Province. The Great Moske was former- 
ly a Heathen Temple.” The- Houſes are very mean. 
The Turks live. moſt in their Farms, which they call 
.  Cheftlicks, not being -in danger of Pirats, The 
Province of Arcadia is all ſurrounded with-Mountains, 
moft of -which. are covered with Woods. . Yearly they 
byra:the Graſs-and Bryers toclear the ground againft 
the Spring, when - very good Paſture: grows up in its 
ſtead. //There' hath been many Villages, ſome have 
been Cities, but;now the Albaneſes, (who are the Shep- 
herds, and three times the Number, as the Turks, and 
Greeks which are in theſe parts) live moſt in Tents, -re- 
moving their Tents and Herds according to the ſeaſon 
of the Year. In the Summer time they are up inthe 
Mountains, and in the Winter they are in the ; Woods 
by the Sea. fide, being more or leſs Tents together. 
There are a ſort of theſe 4/baneſes which have a Great 
Village called Sy/eman, as the Mountains have the ſame 
Name. Thele Albeneſes have often Rebelled and kept 
themſelves up in the Mountains, doing much miſchief 
by, Robbery, They were ſo ſtrong in the Year 1679, 
as the Baſihe went with 5oo Men to reduce them by 
granting a General Pardon. }.

'Ehe City 
is well Peopled, 'being a:Neſt:of Pirats.': It yielded ro 
the Tark in the Year. 499; aKate long: Siege before. 
The Turks havi the:Caſtles :at-the; Entrance 10to the 
Gulpb, the Chriians had no: hopes ot Relief; ſo were 
forced to yield themfelves up tothe Turks Merty; who 
gave-the them free leave todepart;-In ther timeot 
War with the Yenetians: the: Briganfeets of thas-place 
were a continual Plague-to' the: People'af, CZant,iand 
Ceffalonia, A Famous Corfare of this place called Du- 
rach Beigh, went with Eleven Briganteens: and>in'the 
Night time Landed at Cheri, onthe South part of the 
Iſland of Zant; taking., away, above 290 .Slaves, ' 
and-at Day break appeared beforethe Port 'of: Zant 
with' Colours flying, and firing his Guns; gave; them 
notice, of his Prize, almoſt as ſoon as they had the 
News by Land, ſo got ſafe to his Port with this great 
Succeſs. The day before was a ſolemn Feaſt kept at 
Cherz, and' many Peoplei came fromthe City of Zant 
to pay their Devotions to the Panatija there. Since 
the Peace of the Yenetrans, tliey go upon the Coaſt of 
Apuglta, and take poor Country-men,. bringing.themi 
to milerable Slavery: ; The. Ciry of; Leponfo hath the 
whole trade of the Gulph, here being: the-Cuſtamer 
who ..takes; his Duties en all-Boats that go, it;or out, 
The Plains are very pleaſant, at eaeh fide of the City, 
with many Olive-trees, and Vine-yards,. "To the Eatt- 
ward 
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watd , of 'the 'City about 2 Quarter ofa Mile out of 
Town. There is a great Spring which guſheth /out of 
a Rock at the. Foot of a high Mouritain;* it divides into 
ſeveral Streams which. makes ſonie Iflands. Theſe 
Tflands are moſt cut ſquare, which ate covered by yaſt 
high Plane-rrees, that ftand very thick, and ſo, as at 
Noon-day it is ſhady all about the Spring: In the Sum- 
' "mer time here are continually many Turks, bringing 
their Vicuals with them, and tarry moſt part of the 
day. - .Abour Fifteen Miles from hence, upon the ſame 
fide of the Gulph, Rtands'a ſmall Village called Yiere- 
nix%9, near. unto which Sir Gzles Exftrourt was Buried, 
traveling in Cothpatiy with Mr. Frexcs Vernon; and 
In his way towards Mount Parnafſis, Sir Giles com- 
plained in the Morbing, bat would not be perſwaded 
to-tarry at Lepants, hoping it would paſs : he called 
to-bis man to: help him' down, and'inleb then half an 
bour 'he Dyed, 'atd was Baried with the- aſfiftance of 
Greek Prieſts, 'who live in Pitrenig3o. | 
There are two Caſtles at the'Entrance of the Gulph 
of Lepanto - One is on the Moxex ſhore, the other on 
Rumuli; the Entrance: between theus is not above a 
Mile and a half, -nor can w_ Ship paſs without _— 
of being funk, rhere-being ſeveral Guns in each Caſtle 
which lye level with the Water. The Caſtles alſo ttand 
very low. | 
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Isa large Town ſtanding'in a Bay, which hath lying 
before it, two Iiflands that keep off the main force of 
the Sea; *From' the 'Eaftern- part 'at the Entrance of 
the Bay up*to the'Tbwnn,s a Peſcoria or Filhery,it being 
very ſhatlow, and the 'bottome muddy, with Weeds ; 
bar that' part to the Nofrthward of the Town is very 
deep. - No Boats of 'afiy Burthen' can' come within ' 

' - Mile 
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Mile of the Town, nor into that{part'above it. They 
have abundance. of Monoxylos, or Cannows, whi 
paſs through narrow Channels ; with-chele they carry 
all their Goods to, and fromthe .Towa. The Inhabt- 
tants are Greeky, no Turks 'liying-with them, except 
ſome of the Cuſtomers Officers,” the Ciftomer him felt 
tiving at- Mexgalunz# a place abourten Miles diſtaur, 
upon the ſide of this Bay. Both theſe Towns are well 
Peopled: Neither of them have any Fortification ; 
Ro Enemy can come by Water to annoy them. On 
the Eaftermoſt Iiland is a fmall Chappel called'St. Soft, 
againſt which Ships do Anchor when they come to 

load. Their Loading-is brought from the Town to 

this Iſland with Monoxylos, from whence it is:Carried 

a Board in the Ships Boars.. 
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HE Inhabitants of the Morea, are Turks,Greeks, 
Albaneſes and T Zackonians, The Turks tor the 
molt part live in, or under the Command: of Caſtles, 
and at their Farms in the Cotintry (where they ſome- 
times are; they have Towers built about thirty Foot 
high, the Door of which is about ten Foot from the 
ground ; againſt which a Wall with Stairs is built, a+ 
bout five Foot from the Tower , to'which Wall a 
Draw-bridge is let down from before the Door where 
© they enter: tis every Night drawn' up to ſecure them. 
from Pirats; ſome have only a Ladder, which. chey 
take up into the Tower: There is a continual Watch 
in the Summer- time, all- along- the Sea Coaſts. Of 
Turky there are not above 30060; Tnhabitants?} 'the 
Chriſtians are three times as many. -' The Greeks "have 
free Exerciſe of their Religion. Their Prieſts are very 
ignorant, ſcarce any underſtanding the old-Gree4 ; 
gor are they ſo Superſtitious in their worſhip to Pitures,

Miracle. They telling him it had done magy, he or- 
dered one of his Mento go bring him another Picture 
out-of any houſe, which being brought, he asked the 
Prieſts what difference there was betwixt thoſe two 
Pictures, they anſwered, that, that Picture which was 
in the Church was a moſt Sacred Thing: But the Bsſſha 
cauſed a Fire to be: made, ' and both Pictures to be put 
intoit, ſaying, he would worſhip that which eſcaped 
the Fire; but both were burnt, and the Baſſbs laugh- 
ingat their Superſtition, went his way, . The Chriſtians 
live much better here then in 4/2. The vulgar Greek 
is the general Language, and there are few Turks but 
can ſpeak it. Every Town hath Greek Elders which 
they call Yerondo's. | Thefe appear upon all Publick 
Matters, and, levy Taxes -0n-the Towns-People, :pro- 
portionuably ro their Abilities, The AMlbane/es are of 
theGreek Church. They, generally live not in. Towns, 
yet have ſeveral Villages ; one of which is very large, 
called Sylemen. It ſtands in the Mountains near the 
City of Arcadia, which Mountains hayethe fame Name. 
They live moft'ia Tents, being for the moſt part Shep- 
herds. The T'Zachonians are moſt in Towns, they are 
a very poor People, ſerving as Porters, both Men and 
'Women carrying yery great Burthens. There are alto a

The” Frees' in. the Woods are: feveral ſorts of Oaks, 
Pine, .Fier; Wild C hefnut arid Wild Pear: 

In their Gardefis they have Orange, Lemon, Citron, 
Pomegranate, Apticock;, Peach, Plum , and. Cherry 
wees ; Appies and Pears they'/have not many, 'nor are 
they ſo good as uſually:they be with us ; Cypreſs-trees 
and 'Wallnuts'there' are /plenty. In the Plains near 
any Springs, are. moſt ſtately 'Plane-trees, which are ' 
very ſhady. | They:ihave all ſorts of Garden Herbs as 
we have, and great quantity of Musk-melons, Water 
Melons, and ſeveral forts of Gourds. 

In the Month of December, they begin to make Oy], 
continuing” it till the' beginning of March, or accord- 
10g as the quantity of Olives is. February, March, and 
April, are for making Butter and Cheeſe, allo for lheer- 
zag their Sheep. May and June is the time for cutting 
their Corn. In Fuxe and Fuly they are imployed in 
gathering Mulberry Leaves to feed their Silk-worms. 
Auguſt, September, and 0fober, are for gathering and 
.dr a7 es Currans, Figgs, Raiſons, Valania, Perni- 
coke , and Tobacco ; atfo for making their Wine, 
and taking up their Honey and Wax. 

Their Oyl they put into great Earthen.Jars, which 

are: 
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are made of hard Clay, well baked in Furnaces,. but 
not glazed, which therefore will not keep Water from 
ſoaking through them, Theſe Jarrsare ſeat to Canay, 
and other places for Merchandize. To preſerve their 
Cheele they fift Earth, mix it with Salt ang Water, 
then with it Coat over the Cheeſe, which keeps it cool, 
but makes it very Salt.A great quantity of this Cheeſe is 
yearly carried to Yenice : It ſerves the ordinary People, 
who ſometimes you it upon their boyl'd Macaroons, 
and Rice, inſtead of Parmiſan. | 

Though the Turks drink no Wine, yet they take Ne 
Wine and boyl it up to a Syrrup (which-they call Bec- 
mez,and we call Cute,) putting it into ſmall Jarrs, they 
drink it mingled with Water, for this they account 
to be no Wine. They call new Wine Sh:ira, and old 
Wine Sh:irab. | 

Their Buildings are moſt of Bricks made of Clay, 
and chopt Straw, and dryed in the Sun. The Foun- 
dations of the Walls are of Stone; and Lime. Few 
Houſes are above two Story high ; they are covered 
over with Pan Tiles. There are not many great Houſes 
in all the Morea, the beſt being at Napols, Miſiths, 
and Corinth: Not above three deſerve the Name of 
Seraglios (as they call Palaces.) Fleſh and Fowl is plen- 
tiful, but Fiſh is ſcarce. The Air is. very temperate ; 
there is ſeldome any Rain from Aþri/ to Auguſt, The 
Winter is alſo very moderate, and laſteth not above 
two Months any thing Cold : There is ſeldome any 
Snow in the Plains.

and was once the greateſt Miſtreſs of Learning in 

all Europe. The Plain is about, Sixteen Miles Long, 
and” Five Broad, being ſurrounded; with Mountains, 
all but towards the South, where it is: waſhed by the 
 Epgean Sea, The Olive-treesftand fo thick. tothe Weſt 
of the City that they (gem to be a Wood, reaching 
Six Miles in Length, and Two in Bredth. Whilſt I 
was there, a Tahrarge (or Surveyor) came down from 
Conſtantinople to Survey - the Place ; he found Fifty 
. Thouſand Olive-trees in this Plain, and other places 
about the City. There are ſeveral ſmall Villages, where 
are very pleaſant Gardens, [which afford all. ſort of 
Fruit and Saleting, having Walks round them covered 
with Vines, of which there are two ſorts ;. the one is 
in.the Turkz/b Language called Barmah,Uzunmi, , a long 
White Grape, the other Hevengh. Uxumz, a round Re 
Grape, both which growing in. very large Bunches.

Grapes are not ripe. till Septemaer, then they cut 
them of and hang - --f >. their males tor Win- 
ter ſtore, Neither of theſe Two ſorts. grow. in Vine- 
yards. The Vine-yards are planted moſt. betwixt the 
City, and the Sea. ' The City is gow. not above -Three 
Miles about : Being-Four Miles from Porto La0n, (which 
formerly was called P:rea) having a Caſtle ro. the South. 
The Houſes are better built here. thea- in. any part of 
the Mozxza,. moſt having little Courts, with. bigh Walls,

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in which are Arches with Marble Pillars; few Houſes 
above Two Story high: They are_allo patchtup with 
the Ruires of old Pallaces, and 1n moſt Walls are abun« 
dance of old Inſcriptions. The Governors are in the 
ſame manner as they be_ in. other: Ciries .uader the 
Turks. The Greeks live much better here then in any 
other part of Turky, (Sc1o excepted) being a ſmall Com- 
mor-wealth among{t thethſclves.

The Caftle ftands'on a Rock,whioh is high and ſteep; 
having but'one way up, and three Gates to pals through 
into the Body of it: The Walls are much (out of re- 
pair; The Scituation makes ir ſtrong. This Caſtle 
ftood almoſt in the middle of Old: Athens : : The Place 
moſt worth Obſeryation in it, is the Temple of M*#- 
nerva, which remains entire, being eſteemed (by all 
who have ſeen it) to be one the Moſt Glorious Buildings 
in Ewrope. Itis all pure White Marble. The Length. 
of the Body of the Temple is One Hundred Sixty Eight 
Engliſh Feet, and the Breadth Seventy One: There 
are Seventeen Pillars at each Side, and Eight at the 
Front : The Circuit of the Pillars are Ninteteen. Foot 
and a Halt: The Length of the whole Temple Two 
Hundred and Thirty Feet. The Temple is very dark, 
having only ſome Lights to the Eaſtward. The Greeks 

did Conlecrate, and Dedicated it to the. Blefſe 
Virgin. Since that, the Turks have perverted it with 
their Worlhip. The Turks have White-waſhed the 
In-fide, notwithſtanding it is all of pure Marble.In and' 
and about Athens are Two Hundred Greek Churches, 
(moſt of which have been Temples,) but not One Quar-- 
rer of them are now ufed. In the Plain, and on moſt of 
the Hills, there are many ſmall Chappels. The Ru- 
ines are above Six. Miles about, of which the Reader 
may. 
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may-have; full-SatisfaQion by reading the Travelsof 
Sir George Wheeler, who hath given a large and true 
Account: of this' City. Some Geographers call it Set- 
. ttnes, which Name-was never known: to the Inhabi- 
tants;' the Turks call it Atinne, and the Greeks Athine. 
The Air is very good. The Soyl rich. It hath a,River 
to the South, cloſe by the Ruines of Adrian Pallace, 
called 1iſus or Calleroy ; which is almoſt choaked up, 
and in Summer is dry. 'The Harbour of Porto Lione 
is very ſecure from the danger of any Wind, bur there 
is no Fortification, ſo that. it is frequented by Pirats. 
In all the Villages and Country about Athens, the In- 
habitants are moſt Albaneſes ; and they are here more 
populous then in the Moxea. It affords the ſame Com- 
' ' modities: and all Proviſion isas reaſonable, but their 
Wines in General are not ſo good,
